On September 1, 1964, a confidential source 
furnished the following information: 

A. ROBERT KAUFMAN of Baltimore, Maryland, during the 
latter part of August, 1964, had made arrangements to rent the 
Polytechnic High School Auditorium in Baltimore for September 12 
and 13, 1964. KAUFMAN had told the Baltimore Board of Education 
officials that he planned to bring in a speaker from the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU) . 

A second confidential sourceToh June 30, 196l, 
identified ROBERT KAUFMAN as an Officer-at-large of the Maryland 
Chapter of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee, and on October 19, 
1961, identified ROBERT KAUFMAN as the Chairman of the Young 
Socialist Alliance in Baltimore, Maryland. 

KAUFMAN in contacting the Board of Education 
officials told them that the speaker (who was not named) was 
being brought in by the "Freedom Forum Committee" of Baltimore. 
The source knows that the "Freedom Forum Committee" has no real 
substance and is a fictitious organization created by KAUFMAN. 

KAUFMAN, prior to written permission from the Board 
of Education, issued press releases under the name of the Freedom 
Forum Committee announcing that MALCOIW X, Chairman of the 
Organization of Afro- American Unity would speak at the Polytechnic 
Auditorium September 12, 1964, with the main topic to be 
recent conferences which MALCOIM X has had with leaders of the 
African Nations and the proposals he will make before the 
United Nations concerning racial violence in many American cities. 
MALCOUf X was also to explain his position of "self-defense" 
as opposed to "nonviolence."

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned 
"What Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced 
the formation of the FPCC in New York City and declared the 
FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 
Dr. Charles A. Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert 
Taber as organizers of the FPCC, He also testified he and 
Taber obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were 
applied toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement.

This source stated that Lee believed 
that the FPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic 
relations between Cuba and the United States and should 
support the right of Cubans to manage their revolution 
without interference from other nations.

And 
while he refrains from endors- 
ing either man, Malcolm seems 
to-tMnk Goldwater is the lesser 
of the two evils. 

"If America's white voters 

I rare to install Goldwater," says 
lalcolm, "the Mack people 
wu)d at least know they were 
Igltting an honestly growling 
wolf, rather than a fox who 
could have them in his stomach 
and ha If -digested before they 



ever knew what was happening." 
Malcolm says he respects Gold- 
water as a man who "flatly tells 
the hlack man he's not for the 
black man."
